Col. Ewing Passes Away. 

Col. Henry Harrison Ewing, of Bath 
county, died Sunday at 8:25 p. m., of 
paralysis, with which he was stricken 
a few days^ ago. Mr. Ewing was bom 
in Bath county in 1836, and had lived 
there most of his life. He was one of 
the best known men in the State, be- 
ing one of the Commisssioners of the 
Confederate Home at Pewee \'alley 
and having traveled extensively in the 
South and West. Mr. Ewing came 
from a prominent Southern family of 
the Blue Grass country. 

When the Civil War began, he joined 
Colonel Thomas Johnson’s battallion. 
Company F., Kentucky Mounted Rifiers 
and served with distinction throughout 
the war, being one of the last to sur- 
render, he laying down his arms in Mt. 
Sterling, May 2, 1865. 

By his courage he had risen to the 
rank of Colonel of his regiment, and 
was held in great esteem by ail the 
Commanders of the Southern army and 
by President Davis, of- the Confeder- 
acy, with whom he was a great favorite. 
After the war Colonel Ev;ing returned 
to his home and engaged in managing 
his extensive blue grass farm and also 
became prominent as a politicia.o. 

Kithin the past two or three years, 
he had retired to private life, and took 
no active part in politics, bist gave his 
entire attention to the management and 
care of his farm, with which he was 
very successful. 

The deceased was a brother of Mrs. 
C. C. Heer. of this county, who was at 
his bedside when he passed away.
